California gold, currency, bonds ane 
stocks, variously estimated as worth 
anywhere from $10,000 to $10,000,000, 
were stolen last night from the trans-

Omaha and Council Bluffs. 

The robbers have made a complete. 
getaway with all their loot. . 

The gold was said to be en route 
from the mint at San Francisco to 
the United States treasury at Wash- 
ington. 

The currency, bonds less stocks were 
being sent by registered mail from 

, banks in various cities of California to 
their correspondents in eastern cities. 


Six Pouches for Chicago. 

Ten pouches of registered mail were 
taken, a hurried checkup revealed. Six 
of them were for Chicago. These are 
believed to have contained large ship-. 
ments of currency. 

The tota] value of the loot will not he 
absolutely known until the eastern cor- 
prespoendents and the California banks 
compare notes and check off the miss 
ing packages of money.

Nearly all Gen. Wrangel’s divisional 
and regimental commanders have been 
killed or wounded, the premier said. 

The allied authorities here are requl- 
sitioning all available buildings along 
the Bosphorus and the shelters and 
barracks on Princes’ island in the Sea 
of Marmora to house refugees expect- 
ed to arrive from the Crimea.
